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PETUNIAS 

By Jessie Ward, Russell 

P ETUNIAS have become more 
popular than ever and they 
deserve this popularity. They are 
easy to grow, will thrive in poor 
soil and are quite drought-resis¬ 
tant. They must have sunshine, 
however, to do their best. 

The small unruffled varieties 
are, no doubt, the best bloomers 
and they come in the brightest 
colors. The ruffled giant petunias 
are prized because of their large 
size and unusual colorings and 
markings. The very double varie¬ 
ties are harder to propogate and 
they do not bloom as freely as 
the others. 

We had Petunia plants in the 
nursery last year that bloomed 
right through the winter and they 
are still blooming. This fall these 
plants can be cut back to the 
crown and new growth will de¬ 
velop before the cold weather 
arrives. 

Petunia plants should be planted 
at least 18 inches apart. They 
will spread even more than this 
distance if they have the room. 

There are many situations in 
which to plant Petunias; in flow¬ 
er beds, on banks and walls, in 
parking strips, in hanging bas¬ 
kets, in window boxes and in 
pots for the patio or porch. But 
have in mind they like sunshine 
and must have it for part of the 
day, at least. 

Petunias have few pests. Snails 
are about the only enemies they 
have. They will eat holes in the 
leaves and eat the bark off the 
stems. If they should girdle the 
bark near the ground, it will kill 
the plant. 

Snails should be controlled in 
the garden, anyhow, for they can 
be very destructive. 

If you go out in the garden 
about nine o’clock at night with 
a bright flashlight, you will see 
the snails walking about looking 
for a dainty morsel. Or early on

a damp, cloudy morning you will 
catch them walking home again. 
They only feed during the night. 

A BLUE BORDER 

Blue is the favorite color in 
the garden and pure blue one of 
the rarest tones to supply. The 
annual border needs its blues to 
balance the color scale and to add 
a cool touch during the hot sum¬ 
mer months. We have an excel¬ 
lent blue in the Chinese forget- 
me-not, cynoglossum amabile, 
listed as a biennial but blooming 
as an annual from sowing early 
outdoors. It has deep and intense 
blue flower clusters produced in 
great profusion, making a bril¬ 
liant patch in the garden as well 
as for cutting. 

An old standby is the bachelor 
button or centaurea cyanus in 
which the Double Blue is the pop¬ 
ular favorite with its fringed blue 
flowers produced in great pro¬ 
fusion with good stems for cut¬ 
ting. 

The annual larkspurs give some 
fine blues although all have more 
or less purple in them. They are 
one of the most valuable of the 
annuals. They do their best when 
sown where they are to bloom 
and then be thinned, as they are 
difficult to transplant. 

Another beautiful blue annual 
not enough used is the browallia 
It has intense blue flowers freely 
produced and is easily grown. Al¬ 
though this is an excellent gar¬ 
den annual it is more frequently 
seen as a pot plant. 

The rich blue spikes of the an¬ 
nual lupins with their pea-shaped 
blooms add to the list of hand¬ 
some blue annuals for the blue 
portion of the border and for the 
edges there are the gorgeous 
depths of the lobelias and the vel- 
evt of the blue-toned pansies. The 
blue section of the border needs 
the planting of groups of pink, 
pale yellow and white to give the 
blues their best effects and to 
avoid monotony. 

The blue-toned ten-weeks stocks 
and asters give solidity to the 
blue border and have their own 
pinks, whites and creams by way 
of harmony. The blue portion of 
the annual border is most ef¬ 
fective if in partial shade. All 
these annuals may be easily 
raised from seed planted in ah 
outdoor seedbed.

Avocado Growers 
Here To Share In 
Surprise Dividend 

Including scores of Sierra 
Madre and other nearby foothill 
avocado growers, approximately 
800 Southern California growers 
will receive late this week a very 
substantial surprise “dividend” 
from marketing cooperatively this 
season, announced James D. Hoff¬ 
man, aPsadena, local grower-di¬ 
rector of the Calavo Growers 
Exchange, yesterday. This "divi¬ 
dend” or partial refund will bring 
local growers about 1.5 cents per 
pound in addition to all pool 
payments, on all of the 1,185,000 
pounds of fruit handled from Oc¬ 
tober to March inclusive. 

This large 60 -cents-per-fleld-box 
“refund” will also extend over the 
remainder of the season's ton¬ 
nage, the refund for each month 
after March being added to the 
final pool returns. In addition to 
this "partial" refund and to the 
pool returns, a "final" refund 
will be made at the end of the 
season, also over all fruit re¬ 
ceived during the season irre¬ 
spective. 

Open Lists Here 
For Registration 
Of The Unemployed

an applicant had only to register 
and state in his application that 
assistance was necessary. With 
the transfer of administration du¬ 
ties from the Stablization Board 
to the County Welfare Board, 
more stringent requirements were 
set up for those seeking aid. It 
is complained that the rules now 
enforced by the latter body vir¬ 
tually demand that an applicant 
declare himself an indigent, thus 
causing him to become a charity 
ward of the county. It is this 
ruling that is bringing forth a 
storm of protests from relief 
agencies throughout the county 

At a meeting of the Co-opera¬ 
tive Unemployment Relief Enter¬ 
prises, Inc., held at Monrovia 
Monday night, resolutions were 
presented and adopted condemn¬ 
ing the board of supervisors for 
permitting the allocation of Re¬ 
construction Finance Corporation 
funds for relief work under the 
Board of Charities. Telegrams 
were also sent to Senator Mc- 
Adoo, Governor Rolph, and sev¬ 
eral relief agency heads, voicing 
disapproval of this action. 

A sum of $20,000 has been al- 
loted to the Welfare Board, by 
the Reconstruction Finance Cor¬ 
poration, for the purchase of 
foodstuffs to be distributed 
through the several county units. 
These food quotas will be sup¬ 
plied to the relief agency ware¬ 
houses located about the county, 
and be drawn upon by the local 
units. 

N. B. Jensen, active in the Sier¬ 
ra Madre relief movement, states 
that few registrations are being 
made, due to the embarassment 
caused by the requirements of the 
new registration plan. 

Applications of those desiring 
county relief are being received, 
however, by the local relief unit. 
A1 Myers, city manager, has been 
designated as local registrar.
